Proviſion begins te be hereextremely dear, in regard 
of the multitudes that flock unto this place , and the 
great devaſtation of the Countrey round about. And 
we have not yet a competent Army to march with 
farre into the Countrey. There was news brought 
unto us the laſt night of an aſſured defeat given unto 
the Rebells at Limbreck, by one Maſter George Conrte- 
nay, who is Conſtable of the Caſtle, and hath there 
1000 Foet of his own Tenants, and two Treops of 
Horſe, which are commanded by two of his ſonnes, 
for the Guard of the City and Caſtle. On the four- 
teenth of this preſent, the enemy, to the number of 
$8000 men, marched under the condut of one Colo- 
nell Geraldine, to take in this Place ; and before they 
came within three Engliſh miles,ſent a Herald, toſum- 
mon it: The chief Officers of the City preſcatly cn- 
tred into Counſell, to deliberate of- the anſwer which 
they ſhould retarn to the enemy. And it was Comrte- 
#ay's advice, that they ſhould pretend a readineſle to 
render the City up unto them, upon condition that 
they might enjoy their goods and Eſtares peaceably, 
and without any moleſtation: and to this purpoſe they 
procured two 'crving-men, of whoſe hdelity they 
were well aſſured, to go uno the enemy, and declare 
the reſolution of the City. The men being well ac- 
coutred, taking upon them to be Citizens of the beſt 
' rank, who came thither to offer themlſclves as pledges 
for the reall intentions of the City, gained ſo much 
credit from the Colonell, that without further delay, 
he taking theſe two with him , marched with abour 
1500

7560 mica fo the City, leaving the teſt behidle him; 
and when he came ncer unto the gate, he found. it 
open, and not aty figneef oppaſition ; and being mer 
yr 44 a Muſquet ſhot from the gate, with divers of 
the chiefcſt Citizens,to receive his promiſe of peacea- 
bly enjoying their fortunes, which was condeſceaded 
unto by him ; he was eatreated to march into thg City 
with thoſe men which he breught with him, being 
defirous they ſhould be there in Garriſon , for the 
Guard of the City. He finding them fo (ſeemingly) 
reall, and ſuſpcQing no fraud or treachery, went. in- 
to the City, accompanicd with thete Burghers , and 
his Souldiers following him, untill ſach time as about 
506 of them being entred, the Percullis was immedi- 
ately let fall, and Morters and Muſquets fired, as well 
upon thoſe that were come' in, as thoſe who. were 
without.  'The Colenell himſelf was ſhot in at the 
left eye, and thorow the head. There was alſo ſlain 
one Captain Butter, and another of the Geraldines, 
who was a Ceuſen to the Colonel, and had aCompany 
under him: Captain 0reſe, ILjievtenantMagrob,and divers 

ether inferiour Officers, and not one man eſcapi 
efthoſe who entred,and very few of thoſe who were 
withour, for as ſoon as the Muſquert ſhot which playd 
upon them from the Walls and Port had routed them, 
and put them to flight, the two Troops of Horſe com- 
manded by Maſter Courtenay his ſons, ſallied out, and 
cut off nzoft of them. This famous overthrow was 
atchieved by the diſcretion and wiſedome of Maſter 
Courtenay, who lodged his ſouldiers ſo privately about 
the Port,that ao notice was taken of them, untill the 
Watch-word was given ; and then theſe Burghers 
A3 which 
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which accompanied the Colanell, retired themſelygs 

iataatly into hoſes on either hand, giviag free liber. 
ty for the Shot (whica was placed in convenient pla- 
ces)to play on the enemy. There were alſo lain di: 
vers Officers of quility without the Towa , ia their 
flight, and to the number of 700 ſouldiers. - I hope 
that this great and afſured ViRory will much quell 
their bold and barbarous attempts, and give encou- 
ragement to ours, to obtain more of them.. Would 
your diſtraQtions in Zng/avd would give leave unto the 
Parliament to ſend us ſome ſpeedy ſupplyes of mo- 
reyes and Horſes, for we want neither men nor cou- 
rages. Iſhall expeR dayly to hear from you ; and as 


ſoon as there is any thing worth writing, you ſhall not 
fail to reecive. |

And Whew 
the Barbarians ſaw the venemons beaſt hang on hn: hand, 
they ſaid among themſelves, no doubt this man ts a murderer, 
Marke their confidence as well as theiruncharitablencfle, 
no doubt he is a murderer 5 And why no doubt 2 beranſe 
though he hath eſcaped the ſea, yet vengeance ſaffereth him 
wor 0 live, for a venemous viper, a death 19g erea- 
ture now did hang his hand. Beloved when we 
looke upon men arreſted by credit-killing accuſations, 
and purſued with death-threatning charges, and con- 
trained to hide themſelves from the bloody hands of 
violence, let us take heed of adding to their ſorrow by 
our cenſures.
